To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Burgesses  of  the  Borough  of  Buxton, 

Mr,  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of 
the  Borough  for  the  year  1965. 

Dr.  G,  Cochrane  was  appointed  Acting  Medical  Officer  on  the  1st 
November,  I964  and  acted  in  that  capacity  until  I took  up  ny  appointment 
on  the  15th  Pebruary,  1965. 

The  adjusted  Birth  and  Death  Rates  compare  favourably  with  the 
average  for  England  and  Wales,  The  main  causes  of  death,  in  descending 
order,  were  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation  with  II5  cases,  vascular 
lesions  of  the  nervous  system  with  52  and  cancer  with  39.  These  three 
main  causes  were  responsible  for  80^  of  the  total  deaths. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  for  the  year  was  256,  Of  these 
136  (53^)  were  aged  75  and  over;  192  ( 755^)  were  aged  65  and  over  and 
234  (91%)  aged  55  and  over. 

No  cases  of  food  poisoning  have  been  reported  in  the  Borough, 
but  it  is  difficult  to  state  whether  this  is  the  actual  state  of  affairs  as 
cases  may  not  always  be  reported.  There  are  many  clean  shops  in  the  town 
where  food  hygiene  techniques  are  of  the  highest  standard,  but  in  others,  in 
spite  of  repeated  routine  visits  by  the  Public  Health  Staff  there  is  room 
for  a great  deal  of  improvement. 

The  risk  of  food  poisoning  is  always  present  and  only  the  highest 
standards  of  hygiene  can  be  acceptable. 

Two  cases  of  paratyphoid  fever  were  notified  during  the  year. 

The  first  person  was  in  contact  with  the  disease  whilst  on  holiday  in  England 
and  she  eventually  became  infected  and  the  disease  was  transmitted  to  a 
relative.  All  the  numerous  other  contacts  were  investigated,  but  no  further 
cases  were  discovered, 

I am  most  grateful  to  the  Chairman  and  Member?  of  the  Health  Committee, 
to  the  General  Practitioners  in  the  area  an.d  to  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department 
for  their  co-operation  and  support  during  the  year,

Comparability  Factors 

Since  1954  the  Registrar  General  has  issued  an  ’’area  comparability  factor" 
for  each  County  District  and  for  the  County  as  a whole.  The  reason  for  this 
is  to  allow  for  the  wcy  in  which  the  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  local 
population  differs  fiom  that  for  England  and  ViTales  as  a whole. 

Since  1957  the  death  rate  area  comparability  factors  have  been  adjusted  to 
take  into  account  the  presence  of  residencial  institutions  in  the  area. 

When  the  local  crude  birth  and  death  rates  are  multiplied  by  the  factor,  they 
are  comparable  with  ir.e  crude  rate  for  En.glaiid  and  Wales,

To  the  Mayor,  Members  of  the  Council  & Burgesses. 

Mr,  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I haTy  pleasure  in  presenting  my  meteorological  report  and 
summary  of  observations  taken  at  the  Buxton  Weather  Station  during  the 
year  1965. 

The  highest  temperature  recorded  was  76°F  on  1i+.th  May, 

The  lowest  temperature  ."’ecerded  was  13^5’  on  3r<3.  March, 

Tlie  heaviest  rainfall  measured  was  1.95"  on  9th  December, 

Rain  was  recorded  on  229  days. 

The  highest;  daily  simsh^Lne  total  recorded  was  12.4  hours  on  17th  July* 

The  higheyc  air  pressi  t e recorded  was  30.77  on  Ifth  and  5th  February, 

The  lowest  air  pressr'*  recorded  was  28,89  on  27th  November, 

January  began  sunny  and  cold  with  wintry  showers  in  a northerly 
airstream,  February  was  rather  cold  and  very  dry  with  only  a little  snow, 
March  itself  was  extremely  variable;  it  included  the  heaviest  snowfall  of 
the  winter  and  also  a heat  wave  with  temperatures  almost  reaching  the  70' s. 

The  last  time  it  was  recorded  as  warm  as  this  in  Buxton  in  March  was  in  1 8^1 , 

At  the  other  end  of  the  scale  the  minimum  temperature  was  13  F,  that  is  19  F 
below  freezing  point,  on  3rd  March, 

April  and  May  were  mild,  cloudy  and  showery.  The  best  month 
was  June  with  123,5  hours  of  sunshine  though  rainfall  was  average  due  to 
outbreaks  of  thundery  rain.  It  was  followed  by  a cold,  dull  and  wet  July 
and  a changeable,  rather  cool  August  with  d^  temperatures  and  rainfall  mainly 
below  average. 

That  September  was  wet  may  be  deduced  from  the  fact  that  8,92 
inches  of  rain  were  measured,  the  highest  September  rainfall  since  1957  when 
10,09  inches  fell,  Anticyclonic  conditions  during  October  gave  us 
exceptionally  dry  and  sunny  weather. 

There  were  heavy  falls  of  snow  in  November.  Between  26th  and 
30th  snowfall  measiared  13  inches  which  is  the  highest  in  our  records  for  that 
particular  month. 

December  provided  the  greatest  rainfall  for  that  month  ever  recorded 
in  Buxton  of  12,75  inches.  It  was  wet  and  windy  with  only  a little  snow 
which  soon  cleared.

On  12fth  Jiine  Mr.  E.J,  Kinshott  an  officer  of  the  Meteorological 
Office  inspected  the  station  and  reported  all  instruments  in  good  condition 
with  the  exception  of  the  sunshine  recorder  which  was  producing  unsatisfactory 
records  due  mainly  to  the  sphere  being  out  of  focus.  This  has  now  been 
corrected.  The  position  of  the  station  in  close  proximity  to  the  Town  Hall 

and  surrounded  by  trees  is  not  conducive  to  the  fullest  exposure  to  sunlight, 

Oiir  records,  extending  over  so  many  years,  are  of  the  utmost  value 
to  students  and  research  workers  and  there  is  a frequent  demand  for  readings 
from  local  industries,  particularly  quarries,  from  hospitals  and  automobile 
associations.

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  eighth 
Annual  Report  as  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector.  The  work  of  the 
Department  is  expanding  annually  and  the  preparation  of  historical  data 
grows  increasingly  difficult,  whilst  current  events  continue  to  take  up 
a considerable  amount  of  one’s  time.  Nevertheless,  I trust  that  the 
information  given  in  the  pages  following  will  provide  some  indication 
of  the  vigilance  which  is  maintained  on  the  environmental  health  of  the 
Borough, 

Public  Health  Acts 

Routine  inspections  have  ensured  that 
complaints  were  promptly  dealt  with,  v?here  necessary  the  requisite 
Statutory  Notices  have  been  served  and  in  one  case  it  was  found  necessary 
to  take  legal  proceedings. 

Inspections  have  been  made  in  co-operation 
v/ith  the  Fire  Prevention  Officers  of  the  Derbyshire  Fire  Service,  to 
ensure  that  the  requirements  of  Section  60  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936, 
"Means  of  escape  from  fire  in  the  case  of  certain  high  buildings",  are 
being  complied  with. 

Work  was  commenced  on  a survey  of  the 
yards  and  passages  giving  access  to  houses  and  used  in  common  but  not 
reparable  by  the  inhabitants  at  large.  Notices  were  served  where 
appropriate  and  the  necessary  repairs  and/or  improvements  implemented. 

Housing 

The  occijpants  of  the  Clearance  Area, 

Borough  of  Bxixton  (No,  1)  CompiILsory  Pxirchase  Order,  I962  (Alma  Street 
and  Fairfield  Road),  comprising  of  Nos,  2,  4,  6 and  8 Alma  Place  and 
Nos,  151,  153,  155  and  157  Fairfield  Road,  Buxton,  having  been  re-housed, 
the  area  was  cleared  by  the  Local  Authority, 

The  occupants  of  the  Clearance  Area  No,  3 
(Church  Street  and  West  Road)  Clearance  Order,  1961,  having  been  re-housed 
by  the  Council,  the  houses  were  demolished  and  the  site  cleared  by 
contractors  acting  on  behalf  of  the  owners.

S,D,  Vehicle  vjas  replaced  by  a 35  cu,  yd,  S.D,  Pakamatic  Vehicle.  The 
opportunity  was  taken  to  reorganise  the  Refuse  Collection  rounds  in  view 
of  the  present  and  proposed  building  programmes  throughout  the  Borough, 


Two  35  cu,  yd,  Pakamatic  Vehicles,  each 
with  a crew  of  five  men  and  one  driver  are  engaged  in  the  Town  and  Fairfield 
areas.  The  18  cu,  yd.  Fore  and  Aft  S,D.  Vehicle  with  a crev/  of  four  men 
and  one  driver  is  engaged  in  the  Higher  Buxton/Harpur  Hill  area.  Some 
8,500  bins  were  emptied  weekly.  The  estimated  total  tonnage  collected 
per  week  of  all  materials  amounted  to  -

Despite  labour  shortages  and  the  introduc-

District  Council  of  Whaley  Bridge  to  make  use  of  the  Controlled  Tip 
with  effect  from  1st  January,  196^  for  a period  of  six  months,  by  reason 
of  that  Authority  having  difficulties  in  finding  suitable  tipping  space

"Keep  Britain  Tidy'*  Campaign 


As  in  previous  years,  publicity  was  given 
to  the  scheme  by  way  of  posters  and  transfers  on  street  litter  bins. 

The  controlled  tip  was  made  available  on  two  Saturdays  during  April  and 
September  to  enable  Buxton  ratepayers  to  deposit  refuse  brought  in  their 
own  transport.

The  income  derired  from  the  sale  of  waste 
paper  to  the  Thames  Board  Mills  Ltd,,  exceeded  the  previous  year  by 
£893 • 10,  7d,  The  gross  income  from  the  sale  of  all  salvage  etc,,  was 
£3,648  as  compared  with  the  1964/65  total  of  £1,93^« 

The  small  single  screw  2cwt,  electrical 
baler  was  replaced  in  “February  I966  by  a Brierley  and  Kershaw  Fixed  Box 
Twin  Screw  Baler  capable  of  producing  a bale  in  excess  of  4 cwts.  It 
is  anticipated  that  the  production  of  baled  waste  paper  will  increase  as 
a result  of  this  in5)rovement. 

Unfortunately,  a fire  in  the  baling  shed 
held  up  operations  for  a short  while  during  the  month  of  September  1965* 
Nevertheless,  the  employees  were  able  to  clear  the  debris  the  same  day 
and  waste  paper  baling  on  a modified  scale  was  in  operation  the  following 
day. 

The  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal  employees 
were  privileged  to  visit  the  Warrington  Paper  Mills  by  kind  invitation 
of  the  Thames  Board  Mills,  to  see  the  important  use  made  of  waste  paper 
sent  to  the  paper  mills. 

Vehicle  Maintenance 

Mr,  B.  Golds traw,  the  Foreman/Mechanic, 
and  the  employees  in  the  Maintenance  Depot,  once  again  maintained  the 
vehicles  in  an  excellent  manner.  There  were  few  delays  in  dealing  with 
emergencies  and  each  vehicle  was  removed  from  service  on  one  day  in  every 
six  weeks  for  the  purpose  of  being  fully  maintained. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal  Staff 

All  worked  well  despite  set-backs  due  to 
sickness,  inclement  weather,  annual  holidays  and  occasional  labour 
shortage.  Two  sets  of  overalls  per  man  were  issued  in  accordance  with 
Council  policy  and  protective  ^oves  were  made  available  as  required. 

The  Foreman,  Mr,  L,  Wood,  has  co-operated 
well  with  the  staff  of  the  Department  and  he  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the 
manner  in  which  he  has  assisted  in  a difficult  task. 

Public  Conveniences 

Routine  inspections  were  made  to  ensure 
that  the  Public  Conveniences  were  well  maintained.  Complaints  from  the 
public  were  principally  as  a result  of  vandalism.  There  is  a part-time 
convenience  attendant  to  each  public  convenience,  thus  ensuring  that  the 
convenience  is  cleaned  every  morning  and  re-visited  at  intervals  during 
the  day.  The  ladies  conveniences  in  the  town  centre  had  employees  in 
attendance  during  the  whole  of  the  day  on  busy  week-ends  and  Bank  Holidays,

attending  to  take  the  Royal  Society  of  Health  examination  for  the  Certifi- 
cate in  the  Hygiene  of  Pood  Retailing  and  Catering, 

It  is  interesting  to  record  that  the  National 
Trade  Development  Association  will  shortly  be  opening  a Training  Centre  for 
Licensed  Victuallers  at  "The  Savoy",  Buxton,  I have  had  good  liaison  with 
the  contractors  carrying  out  the  alterations,  particularly  in  relation  to 
the  layouts  in  the  bars,  cellars,  kitchens  and  sanitary  arrangements. 

The  first  newly  constructed  post  war  licenced 
premises.  The  Royal  Forester,  Victoria  Park  Road,  Fairfield,  was  opened,  in 
December  19^5,  serving  the  e3cpanding  Council  house  estate.  The  brewers 
and  the  contractors  co-operated  with  the  Health  Department  officials  to 
ensure  that  the  premises  were  so  furnished  as  to  comply  with  the  Food 
Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  19^0, 


It  was  necessary  to  condemn  large  quantities  of 
food  as  unsaleable  due  to  the  breakdown  of  the  "frozen  food  cabinets",  a 
duty  which  is  becoming  far  too  frequent  despite  warnings  given  on  the 
inspection  and  control  of  refrigerators. 


Routine  samples  were  obtained  during  the  year 
from  public  and  private  sx:pplies.  The  North  Derbyshire  Water  Board  is  now 
the  Authority  responsible  for  the  supply  of  vmter  in  Buxton  and  an  Annual 
Report  is  issued  by  the  Engineer  and  Manager  of  the  Board,

11th  September,  19^5,  the  obligation  imposed  by  the  Shops  Act,  1956,  to 
close  shops  on  the  weekly  half  holiday. 

Shops  in  certain  areas  of  the  Borough  were 
permitted  to  remain  open  on  eighteen  consecutive  Sundays  during  the 
period  commencing  the  second  Sunday  in  May, 

Market 

An  open  air  market  was  held  on  the  Market  Place 
each  Saturday,  with  the  exception  of  Wells  Dressing  'Week  when  it  was  held 
in  the  old  cattle  market  area,  and  on  Christmas  Day,  the  market  being  held 
on  the  previous  Friday, 


Stalls  are  provided  by  a private  individual  and 
the  tolls  are  collected  by  the  Corporation,  Cleansing  was  \mdertaken  by 
use  of  manual  sweeping  and  refuse  and  salvage  vehicles.  Routine  inspec- 
tions were  made  each  market  day  and  the  market  was  found  to  be  well 
conducted. 

Clean  Air  Act 


A number  of  smoke  observations  were  made  as  a 
result  of  complaints.  Improvements  were  carried  out  to  eliminate  further 
complaints,  the  nuisances  being  in  the  majority  of  cases,  due  to  lack  of 
experience  on  the  part  of  the  operators. 

Disinfestation  and  Rodent  Control 

Assistance  was  sought  from  the  Department  for 
dealing  with  infestations  by  cockroaches.  Two  major  infestations 
required  extensive  treatment  and  arrangements  y/ere  made  for  periodical 
visits  to  be  made  by  the  Disinfector  to  ensure  that  the  premises  are  kept 
free  from  re-infestation. 


Despite  press  and  television  publicity  the 
experiment  of  reducing  the  feral  pigeon  population  in  the  town  centre  was 
successfully  carried  out.  An  Inspector  of  the  RoSoPoCoA,,  was  present, 
together  with  an  observer  from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food,  during  the  depositing  of  the  bait  treated  with  a narcotic.  The 
feral  pigeons  taken  v/ere  painlessly  destroyed  by  the  RoSoPoCoA,  Inspector, 
Other  birds  were  kept  wrarm  until  recovery  and  then  released. 

A number  of  wasps’  nests  were  once  again 
removed  and  destroyed  by  the  Rodent  Operative/Disinfector, 

Complaints  of  infestations  by  rats  or  mice  were 
promptly  dealt  with  and  a niomber  of  surveys  were  carried  out  to  ensure  that 
areas  of  likely  infestation  were  kept  free  from  vermin, 

Fluoracet amide  was  used  for  the  first  time  this 
year  in  the  sewer  baiting  for  rats.  The  manholes  selected  were  those 
showing  evidence  of  previous  infestation.  By  using  fluoracet amide  no  test 
baiting  was  required  and  a manhole  required  to  be  lifted  but  once. 


It  is  hoped  to  cariy  out  a complete  treatment  of 
the  sewer  system  during  1966, 

The  Rodent  Operative/Disinfector  has,  as  part 
of  his  duty,  treated  rodent  infestations  within  the  Rural  District  of 
Chapel-en-le-Frith  on  a re-payment  basis.
